fustance, only oue-halt ol 1he total £4,000,000

popular fecling. Tuey seem resolved Lo tuke no
depial of their demsnd for o severance of the
connection with Cunada, and they do not hesi-
tute 10 declure that, sooner than submit to a
compulgory union Illn_‘_'.' will throw olf their
alleginee 1o the Britlsh Crown, and seéck unuex-
atiou to the United States,

On Wednesday last the delegates who bhad
been tent to England by the Nova Beotia Legls-
liture to plead the cuuse of repeal st the bar of
the Britisn House of Commons, arrived here by
the steamer from Liverpool, and on landiug
met with sn enthusinstic reception. There came
in the same vessel with them, Dr. Tapper, one
of the leading promoters of conlederation, who
bhad gone to z-:np,lmnj ns the representative of
the very swall minority in the colony who
desire & continuance of the Union, The Nova
Beotigne are well pleased with the mannver in
which the delegates have discharged the duty

Since thisg shooling we have bhenrd several
difterent statements nbont who 15 to blame tor
the lawless condition of Waverly, and we do not
know who to belteve, One thing we are satistied
of, etrangers and radicals have not been sale
{here since the war, and never will be uuntil the
prople learu to obey the law,

The man killed had been a Confedernte soldier
in the regular service rom the trst to the lnst
of the war., His friends say that the bush-
whnekers were his enemics, and that they killed
bim, His enemies say thut he was o robber and
an habitual disturber of the peace.

The Wallamet Yalley.
Fyom the Overiand Monthiy,

“The Wallamet Valley lies between the Oas.
cade and Cosst Rauges of mountaivs, It is
about one hupdred and twenty miles in length
from north to eoutn, and on an average about
filty males wide, It 18 a third larger than the
Btate ot Conpeclicut, containing in round num-
bers, exclusive of the slopes ol the wountuins,
four millions of acres ol I1and, and such lind as
is seldom tound in the sume quantity elsewhere
on the enrth’s suriace. Taking the vote of June,
1866, ns n basis, and allowmg bove souls to the
voter, the valley then contnined a population ot
66,520, which to-duy has mereased to 76,000 at
least, The average of the old agriculiural States
18 sbout thirty souls to the square mile, but this
estimate meludes mueh barren and ungrogdue-
tive lund., DBesides, the Wallamet wvaulley 1s
ulready a mapufacturing district, und its capa-
city In that respect is very great, It abounds in
wool, wood, iron, and waterpower, In 1840 the
l‘npu\nllun 1 Conpecticut equalled ninety eight
to the equare mile, When this Oregon valley
reaches that point, and itis capable of going
beyond 1%, it will contaln 615,384 svuls, more
than the whole State of Callferoia to-day.

“‘aAbout oue-third of the valley is prainie land,
the rest of it being more or less heavily wooded
with tir, onk, maple, sud ssl trees. Timber and
water are weil distributed aud ol & superior
quality. The climate i& temperate—the mean
temperature being about sixly degrees, The
menn rain fall for the year varies somewhat in
loculities, but fifty inclies is not tar from the
average, The greater portion of this usuaslly
fulls m the mouthe of November, December,
Muarch, and April, Rain seldom or never falls
in harvest time—irom the first of August to the
middle of Beptember, The soll apd climate are
capecinlly ndspted to the production of small
grain, particularly wheat, The apple, pear,
plum, cherry, currusnt, strawberry, blackberry,
sud ruspberry of the best quality grow in great
abundauce, There is no betier country for the
domestic animals, and the Wallamet wool is
niready famous, uud will wlways rank high in
the wool markets of the world,

“The valley is drained by the Wallamet river,
This river is now nuvigable from Portland for
half the leppth of the valley the yesar round,
uud for the whole length durlng some months in
the winter, In the progress of timethe nuviga-
tion will be improved muterially, as it has been
in the last difteen years, Eleven comparatively
important sirenms flov into the Wallamet
dunng its conrse through the valley.. Some gof
these are now purtially navigated by steambonts,
and may be much more so, Besides, they fur-
nieh supplies of water power for all kinds of
mills and machinery., The head of the valley
s only abeut fonr hundred feet above the level
of Portland, and rallways cau be constructed
on ench side of the river ut a comparatively
small cost,

“his ig a8 moderate eafimate of the country
which les nt the back of Portland. It will be
reen ut A glunce that the trade and commerce of
guch o valley must in time build vp and sustain
quite a eity, Yet It s not in the highway of the
world, no more than Boston or Philadelphia,
It will never be the centre of tashiou, specula-
tion, or thought. Do what 1t will, it will be
comparatively n provioncisl place, aud noted for
pecublarities in manncrs, opimons, and busi.
nees; but it will be worth more dollars per head
than either London or New York, and its good
cltizens will #leep sounder and live longer than
the Ban Fraociscans, In population it muy not,
in this century, itf ever, exceed fitty thousand,
and ita strongest sons will often be drawn away
to the metropolis of the Pacitie, where they are
sure to win lLv prizes in comwmerce, tho arts,
and profegsions, Yet, for all that, and more, if
any young person who rends this s cnsting
about for n place where a fulr stock of sense,
industry, sud good babits will, within certain
hmits, pay certainly aud well in an honest call-
ing, let him or her take passage at once [or
Portland.ou-Wallamet,”
